We see the men who fought at Bunker Hill, the 
men who suffered at Valley Forge, the men who conquered at Yorktown . We see the men who manned the boats of Perry s 
fleet and the men who fought with Jackson at New Orleans.” 

“We see the early settler entering the forest with his axe and gun. We see the hardy pioneer crossing the broad prai 
ries and the trackless desert to build the empire of the west.” etc.
